Into the Courts. 

Yesterday, we told yoa thai the Trolley company refused to ao* 
cept the intimated o£fer uf the administration, which was that tbe com- 
pany construct the concrete baso for the paving and the city would sup. 
ply the sand cushion and the biiok. it refused for two reasons. 

In the first place, the offer was not bona fide. One of the city 
official! stated, in a conference, that matters "might" be arranged on that 
bails. 

In tbe second place, had it accepted the proposition, it would have 
been an admission on tbe part of the company that the Council bad 
power to compel it to stand the expense of construction work in connec- 
tion with pavinc;. 

Inasmaen as its contract did not require it to do such work, the 
company, no matter what it was willing to du volantarily, naturally re* 
fased to put itself in such a po>«itioD. 

Tbe administration ordered the Trolley company to remove its 

tracks . 

""^^ Knowing that there was alMolutely no necessity for this and that 
it was merely a part of tbe administration's plan to ''get after the special 
interests/' the Trolley company refused. 

Thereupon the Council authorized the Mayor to tear up tbe tracks 
At first the street railroad was Inclined to allow the Mayor to 
proceed with this work, upon which the street railroad woald have 
bronght suit for (lamagcs against tbe Council individually. 

L'pou cousidei'ation, however, this plan was abandoned as working 
unnecessary inconrenience npon the pnblic, and the Trolley company se- 
cared an injunction restraining the city from interfering with its Hack.s. 

Tbe argument in this case was carried up to tbe Court of Ap- 
peals and tbe Trolley ci>m|)aay's iujuuuiiuu was sustained. 

Thereupon theadministrdtion went ahead with its work of paving. 
And tbe rosnlt is an eyesore and a scandal to the city . 

Owners of abuttiut; property petitioned the Council to make a pro* 
per and creditable job uf tbe paving, offering to bear the full cost. 

But the ndministratioo said that the injunction restrained it ftom 
paving between or interfering with the tracks. 

Thi.s u as not so. The injunction restrained the city from tearing 
up the tracks because the courts held it was n ot necess ary to do so in 

order to properly pave the streets . 

You see, the administration had to ''get after the special inter- 
ests." It did a piece of spite work eod attempted to lay the blame 
upon the street railroad. 

But tbe pnblic was fully alive to tbe situatiuu.
